To 1882 his debts had become so enor- 
toous that relief was exccedingly difficult. 
Ewperor William learned.obtbe. nifficulty 
and worried over italmost constantly. Ho 
made afforta to extricate his son, but found 
that his savings would be insutlicient to | 

out the debts, | 
ending Berlin banks cam> to the res- 
eve and bought up and consulidated Fre. 
derick’s obligations. His financial : 
barragsment a0 proyed upun his mind that 
he several times propesed to renounce his 
right of succession, When he ascended 
the throne his total indebtedness: foll a 
little short of 15,000,000 marke. Fro- 
dorick never recavered from the torturrs 
of mind and body to which his finavcial 
troubles subjected him. After ascending 
the throne -Frederiox’s first care wus to 
discharge all of his obligations.
